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THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR THE ADVANCE- 
MENT OF COLORED PEOPLE 


The National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
Poeple gave its first utterance to the people of the United 
States on Lincoln’s Birthday, February 12, 1909. It was 
then not an organization—not even a committee; it was only 
a group of signers to a pronouncement against the treatment 
of the Negro in the United States. Now, in 1924, it takes its 
place among the most important national associations of the 
United States. As an agency for human welfare it must be 
reckoned with not only by erring individuals but by State 
Legislatures and by the United States Congress. 

This extraordinary growth in fifteen years is proof that 
the date of the organization was fortunate. The oppression 
under which the Negro had been suffering since he had been 
deprived of all political rights, and his own efforts to ameli- 
orate his condition, made an organization, founded as the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, 
was founded, likely at the time of its inception to secure re- 
cognition. 

Those familiar with the history of the Negro in the United 
States will remember that at the beginning of this century his 
position as a citizen in the republic was nearly hopeless. He 
had been deprived of all rights in the South, not only of suf- 
frage but of such protection by the courts as he had endeav- 
ored to build up in reconstruction days. In the Northern 
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States, the Civil Rights Law was frequently flouted. The 
support of industrial education alone, the training of the 
Negro to be a docile workman, was immensely popular with 
the whites and was accepted by numbers of Negroes them- 
selves. 

On the other hand, while the Negro’s position in many re- 
spects was reverting to a pre-war, basis, he himself continued 
to grow in education and wealth. The 1900 census marked 
a prodigious advance from slavery days. Such a people 
could not be downed nor could they be persuaded to rest 
silent under oppression. There were always revolters, women 
like Ida Wells Barnett, men like William A. Sinclair, Archi- 
bald H. Grimke, William Monroe Trotter, and John W. Crom- 
well, to mention a few among many. And with the new 
century organized effort manifested itself sporadically in at- 
tempts to secure manhood rights. 

It would make an interesting chapter in the history of 
the Negro to trace all these attempts. In connection with 
the growth of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People three especially need mention. 
Early in the century J. Max Barber started in Atlanta an 
interesting and radical Negro magazine entitled The Voice 
of the Negro. Mr. Barber had many supporters, but the At- 
lanta riots in 1906 put an end to his magazine and forced him 
to leave the city. In 1905, the Niagara Movement, under 
the leadership of Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, was launched and 
for a time occupied a prominent position in the Negro world. 
It took as its platform the duty of the Negro to demand his 
full rights as a citizen of the United States. It held four 
conferences and conducted a number of legal cases involving 
civil rights. The third organization was the Constitution 
League, the mouthpiece of a white man, Mr. John E. Mil- 
holland, with Mr. Andrew B. Humphrey as secretary. 
The Constitution League made a gallant fight in the case 
of the colored troops at Brownsville. Mr. Gilchrist Stewart 
did much of the investigating. When the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People started, there- 
fore, it was not unique, but was rather the gathering together 
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of the most courageous forces battling at that time for the 
Negro’s civil rights and the adding to this number new and 
valued recruits. 

The immediate cause of the formation of this organization 
was the Springfield Riots. Mr. William English Walling, 
a distinguished writer of Kentucky lineage, lately returned 
from Russia, had an article on the riots in The Independent 
for September 3, 1908. After describing the atrocities com- 
mitted against the colored people, Mr. Walling declared: 
‘Hither the spirit of the abolitionists, of Lincoln and of Love- 
joy, must be revived and we must come to treat the Negro on 
a plane of absolute political and social equality or Vardaman 
and Tillman will soon have transferred the Race War to the 
North”; and he ended with these words: ‘‘ Yet who realizes 
the seriousness of the situation and what large and powerful 
body of citizens is ready to come to their aid?’”’ As a reader 
of The Independent the undersigned saw this article and agreed 
with the writer that the spirit of the abolitionists must be 
revived. She is the grandchild of one of the parishioners of 
Samuel J. May, an anti-slavery minister, who stood in the 
very front rank in that conflict. Her own investigations of 
the Negro in the South and in the North, covering a period of 
five years, had led her to believe that only an organization 
that went to the root of the matter and demanded the Negro’s 
full citizenship could do much to aid him. She had been 
fortunate, moreover, in having attended the Harper’s Ferry 
meeting of the Niagara Movement. She therefore wrote 
to Mr. Walling, had a long talk with him in the presence 
of Dr. Henry Moskowitz and the three together conceived 
the idea of a demonstration on Lincoln’s Birthday. This 
took the form of a call for a conference which should be held 
in May and which should discuss the Negro’s status in the 
United States. They at once called into their counsel 
Mr. Oswald Garrison Villard, grandson of William Lloyd 
Garrison, and it was he who wrote the CALL. I quote it in 
part. 


“In many states to-day Lincoln would find justice enforced, 
if at all, by judges elected by one element in a community to 
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pass upon the liberties and lives of another. He would see the 
black men and women, for whose freedom a hundred thousand 
of soldiers gave their lives, set apart in trains, in which they pay 
first-class fares for third-class service, and segregated in railway 
stations and in places of entertainment; he would observe that 
State after State declines to do its elementary duty in preparing 
the Negro through education for the best exercise of citizenship. 

“‘ Added to this, the spread of lawless attacks upon the Negro, 
North, South, and West—even in the Springfield made famous by 
Lincoln—often accompanied by revolting brutalities, sparing neither 
sex nor age nor youth, could but shock the author of the sentiment 
that ‘government of the people, by the people, for the people, 
shall not perish from the earth.’ 

“Silence under these conditions means tacit approval. The 
indifference of the North is already responsible for more than one 
assault upon democracy, and every such attack reacts as unfavorably 
upon whites as upon blacks. Discrimination once permitted cannot 
be bridled; recent history in the South shows that in forging chains 
for the Negroes the white voters are forging chains for themselves. 
‘A house divided against itself cannot stand’; this government 
cannot exist half-slave and half-free any better to-day than it could 
in 1861. 

“Hence we call upon all the believers in democracy to join in a 
national conference for the discussion of present evils, the voicing 
of protests, and the renewal of the struggle for civil and political 
liberty.” 

An extraordinarily diversified and important line of names 
of men and women of both races followed this Call. These 
included educators, college professors, publicists, bishops, 
judges and social workers. I mention only two, Jane Addams 
and the late William Dean Howells, who more than once in his 
stories depicted the cultivated Negro. The Call asked for a 
conference which took place in May and ended in the forma- 
tion of a National Negro Committee later called the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, when Mr. 
Moorfield Storey, Secretary, in his youth, to Charles Sumner, 
was chosen president. While Dr. Moskowitz, owing to other 
calls, did not continue his work with the Association, it is 
significant to note that the third member of the original 
group was a Jew, for the organization could hardly have 
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existed without the help that has come to it from Jewish 
friends. 

The first conference was of the utmost importance. It 
brought together black and white in about equal number 
and for two days the Negro question was discussed with 
thoroughness. Professor Livingston Farrand, now President 
of Cornell University, opened with a paper on the Negro 
brain, Professor John Dewey spoke on race reconciliation, 
the Hon. Albert E. Pillsbury on Negro disfranchisement, 
Mr. Oswald Garrison Villard on the need of organization, 
Mr. John E. Milholland on the Negro’s constitutional rights; 
while Dr. William L. Bulkley, former principal of one of 
New York’s public schools, the late Bishop Alexander Wal- 
ters, Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett and Dr. W. E. B. DuBois de- 
tailed to the assembled people some of the difficulties under 
which Negroes labor. 

It was amazing how little the most of the white people 
in the audience, interested as they were, understood the 
Negro problem. Every white person who came to the first 
conference of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People was sympathetic but the most of them 
expected to meet belated people who would primarily arouse 
their pity. Instead, they met men and women who primarily 
aroused their admiration. When the organization adopted 
its platform the last night, white and colored stood together 
for the following fundamental rights: 


Abolition of all forced segregation. 

Equal educational advantages for colored and white. 
Enfranchisement of the Negro. 

Enforcement of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Admendments. 


This platform today does not seem so very radical, at 
least not in the North; but when it was adopted, it was 
denounced by nearly every white man who gave to Negro 
institutions. A large number of colored people thought it 
unwise. Therefore, in the first years when the Association 
had a most difficult struggle for maintenance, it was contin- 
ually urged to side-step the main issue, to unite with the con- 
servatives, to relax a little its uncompromising tone. Had it 
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done this, however, it would have slipped into oblivion. In- 
stead, it called Dr. DuBois in 1910 to come as its Director of 
Publicity and in November of that year The Crisis was 
started with him as its editor. At this time it gained the 
allegiance of two of its most disinterested and able workers, 
Mr. J. E. Spingarn and Mr. Arthur B. Spingarn. 

The Association has had a steady, healthy growth. Un- 
questionably, it has met a need. With the formation of the 
Urban League designed to deal with the economic problems 
relating to the Negro, it has been able to make its task en- 
tirely that of fighting discrimination. Where the Negro is 
manifestly treated with injustice because of his color, there 
the business of the Association begins. 

The Board of Directors is made up of white and colored 
members working together in complete harmony. It would 
be impossible to carry on our work with anything like its 
efficiency were it confined to only one race. Bishop John 
Hurst has spread the gospel of the Association throughout 
the United States; Mr. Archibald H. Grimke has made Wash- 
ington a corner stone of support and has fought valiantly 
the battles of the people of the District of Columbia; in 
Boston, Mr. Butler R. Wilson has maintained the honor of 
the cause in many important cases; in Cleveland, Mr. Harry 
E. Davis has been constantly on the firing line. Dr. Charles 
E. Bentley has well handled the Association’s interests in 
Chicago; Mr. E. Burton Ceruti has kept watch on the Pacific 
Coast. On the other hand, the President, Mr. Moorfield 
Storey, and many other white board members, some of them 
of national fame, have been instrumental in bringing the 
Association to its highest point of efficiency. 

In 1911 the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People began its campaign against lynching. The 
subject was so unpopular that it was difficult to get prominent 
speakers to appear on a platform and denounce the burning 
of human beings at the stake. Lynching was continually 
justified. It was represented as the action of an irate but 
just mob against a rapist. By its publications and by its 
continuous propaganda on the platform and in the press, 
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the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People has shown the falsity of this excuse. 

In the early days its best work along this line was done by 
women—Miss Martha Gruening, who investigated the riots 
at East St. Louis and by Miss Elizabeth Freeman and Miss 
Kathryn M. Johnson. All of these women performed difficult 
and even dangerous tasks. Then men took a hold, Mr. 
Roy Nash, Secretary, going to Abbeville, South Carolina, 
in 1917, on the Anthony Crawford case. It was Mr. 
Walter F. White, however, who made a business of in- 
vestigating lynchings for the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. He went into the South 
many times on this difficult and dangerous mission, investigat- 
ing thirty-six lynchings. Able to pass as a white man, he 
mingled freely among the rough white element and got his 
stories directly from the men who took part in the lynchings. 
His last trip to the South was in 1921 when he went to Tulsa 
to learn more concerning the race riots there. Mr. White’s 
investigations have all been printed and those stories, together 
with the volume Thirty Years of Lynchings, constitute the 
most valuable piece of research the Association has done. 

Our present Secretary, Mr. James Weldon Johnson, who 
came to that office from the Field Secretaryship in 1920, has 
had among other duties the task of bringing these facts before 
the people of the United States, in Congress assembled, and 
of endeavoring to get an Anti-Lynching Bill through Congress. 
The story of the Dyer Anti-Lynching Bill in the Sixty-seventh 
Congress is a notable one. It passed the House of Representa- 
tives; it was after immense difficulty reported favorably by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. The Southern filibuster, 
combined with the lukewarmness on the part of Republican 
leaders in the Senate, account for its failure to pass that body. 
Those familiar with such political work realize the enormous 
task which Mr. Johnson undertook and his extraordinary 
success in making the floor of Congress an arena for the agi- 
tation against lynching. 

From the beginning, under its first secretaries, Miss 
Frances Blascoer and Miss Mary Childs Nerney, publicity 
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has been one of the most important, phases of the Association. 
The present Director of Publicity, Mr. Herbert J. Seligman, 
who has held the position for five years, has so systematized 
this department that not only is the Association’s name 
familiar to newspaper readers all over the United States, but 
it is known in all parts of the world. The service the Asso- 
ciation gives the Negro press is one of its noteworthy 
achievements. 

The work of the Legal Committee of the Association has 
been most effective in the struggle for justice. This board 
of lawyers is composed of men of both races serving under the 
direction of Mr. A. B. Spingarn, the Chairman, and assisted 
by Mr. Herbert K. Stockton, an active member of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Scipio A. Jones, of Little Rock, has done work of 
the finest calibre accomplished under tremendous difficulties 
in Arkansas. Mr. James A. Cobb’s unselfish service in de- 
fence of innocent Negroes and in demanding the rights of 
the race before the courts of Washington, D. C., deserves 
the highest praise. 

The Association has won three important United States 
Supreme Court decisions, in each case Mr. Moorfield Storey, 
President of ihe Association since its inception, filing the 
brief. The first cas> was that of residential segregation, the 
court deciding that the ordinance passed in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, defining residential segregation was unconstitutional. 
In the second case the court declared the ‘grandfather 
clause’? in Southern State Constitutions unconstitutional; 
and the third case recently completed, that of the Arkansas 
peons condemned to die without a fair trial, is of such ex- 
traordinary importance that Mr. Louis Marshall, one of the 
great authorities on constitutional law, has said: 


“T regard it (the decision) as a great achievement in constitu- 
tional law. Due process of law now means, not merely a right to 
be heard before a court, but that it must be before a court that is 
not paralyzed by mob domination.” 


The growth of the branches in the Association is one of 
the most interesting of all the phases of the work. There 
was no formulated plan for branches when the national work 
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began; but Boston, Washington and Chicago were soon 
organized; and before long branch organization was provided 
for. Mr. John R. Shillady, secretary from 1918 to 1920, was of 
special service in binding together the colored people through- 
out the country. 

Each branch has its own officers whom it elects every 
year. It handles all money raised for this purpose in its city, 
sending fifty per cent of all dollar memberships to the Na- 
tional Office. Larger memberships return a larger percentage 
for the National work. In 1912 there were ten branches; 
in 1918, 24; in 1914, 54; in 1917, 96; and in 1921, 400. These 
branches have been formed in two ways: First, when some 
case of discrimination occurs in a town, especially in the 
North, colored citizens are anxious to carry the case to court. 
They get to work, raise money, and then someone suggests 
that they should be in touch with the National Association. 
They write to the National Office; we tell them how to or- 
ganize; and when their case comes into court they have back 
of them the name and prestige of a national body. All sorts 
of local cases have been fought, sometimes successfully, with 
courage and enthusiasm, but much of this courage has come 
from connection with the national body. 

On the other hand, branches have been started by field 
workers who have visited communities and told of the work 
of the Association. Our first field worker was Miss Kathryn 
M. Johnson, a splendid co-laborer in our cause. The late 
Mary B. Talbert organized in 1917 the Texas branches, 
the same year that Mr. James Weldon Johnson came as 
Field Secretary. Mr. William Pickens was added to the staff 
in 1920 and Mrs. Addie W. Hunton in 1921. At the time Mr. 
Johnson became secretary, Mr. Robert W. Bagnall took over 
the position of Director of Branches. 

There has been an interesting change in the position of the 
branches throughout the country. While in the North and 
West more branches are formed all the time, in the South 
many of them are defunct. We have recently dropped seventy- 
nine, bringing the present number to 376. This, however, 
does not show weakness, but strength. When the National 
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Association was sma!] and little known, branches could be 
formed in Southern towns and villages without comment, but 
since the Association has attacked lynching in the press and 
on the floor of Congress, since it has won numbers of extradi- 
tion cases showing that it is not safe for a colored man to go 
back into a Southern state to staind trial, the Southern white 
men have learned to fear the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. In many communities 
this means that they have prevented our branches from func- 
tioning. 

The attack on Mr. Shillady at Austin, Texas, when he was 
beaten up by a group of men, one of them a county judge and 
another a constable, is a case in evidence. The books of the 
Austin Branch had been requested by the Attorney General 
of the state. Mr. Shillady went to Austin to explain the 
character of the work to the white people of that city. He 
had only good will in his heart, but because he stood by the 
local officers he was assaulted. Naturally, that Association’s 
branch there ceased to function. In the larger Southern 
cities, however, and in the more enlightened places there 
are still branches with good officers doing their work and 
supporting the national cause. 

Few people, at least few white people, realize the danger 
involved in field work of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. Mr. Johnson, Mr. Pickens, 
Mr. Bagnall, Mrs. Hunton and Mr. White risk their lives 
again and again. Where there is a lawless element in a 
Southern community, no educated colored man coming from a 
distance can be assured of safety. Attack may come at any 
time. Many are the stories told of hairbreadth escapes. 

This is not a definitive history covering the fifteen years of 
this organization. It is merely the story of the Association’s 
formation and for a recital of its important achievements. 
There is much remaining to be said, but those of us who are 
devoted workers in the Association, would like to believe— 
whatever have been our mistakes, we have, without exception, 
according to our light, worked whole-heartedly for the ad- 
vancement of the Negro race.

THE URBAN LEAGUE MOVEMENT 


During the period prior to 1905 there was a growing in- 
terest on the part of socially minded men and women in New 
York City in the conditions in which Negroes lived and worked. 
Through the efforts of Mr. William H. Baldwin, Jr., Colonel 
William J. Schieffelin, Miss Frances A. Kellor, and others in 
1905, there came into existence two organizations in New 
York City, one called the Committee for Improving Indus- 
trial Conditions of Negroes in New York, and the other the 
National League for the Protection of Colored Women. 
The latter organization had branches in Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and Norfolk, Virginia. Both of these bodies had repre- 
sentatives of the white and the Negro races on their boards 
and employed, the one a white, and the other acolored, field 
secretary. The idea of co-operation on the part of the two 
races in working out the problems they attempted to solve 
was definitely present in both. 

In 1908, while George E. Haynes was a graduate student 
at Columbia University and with the School of Philanthropy 
in New York, he made a special study of the conditions of 
Negro life in the city of New York in connection with his 
school work, and became acquainted with the personnel of 
these two organizations. He found that the first, generally 
known as the Industrial Committee, devoted itself to in- 
creasing employment opportunities for Negroes and giving 
them trade training, employing in this work a _ white 
field secretary. He also found that the League for the Pro- 
tection of Colored Women, which was the outgrowth of an 
investigation of employment agencies undertaken in New 
York, devoted itself to giving care, supervision and direction 
by hired Travellers Aid agents to the large numbers of 
colored girls coming up from the South for domestic employ- 
ment in New York. He learned, moreover, that several of 
the most interested students of this subject were members 


of both committees prominent among whom were Mrs. 
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William H. Baldwin, Jr., Dr. William J. Schieffelin, Mr. A. 
S. Frissell, Mr. Fred R. Moore, and Dr. Eugene P. Roberts. 

With the active counsel and co-operation of Mrs. Baldwin, 
these members and others were brought together and given 
an opportunity to hear the interesting information which 
George E. Haynes had collected in his studies of Negro life 
in New York. From this meeting resulted a third committee 
which was to act as a co-ordinating agency and round out a 
larger program of community life for Negroes in New York 
than either of the other organizations had undertaken. The 
theory of co-operation of the two races was clearly before this 
third committee also, both in its formation and plans. It was 
decided to ask George E. Haynes, who by this time had 
qualified for his doctor’s degree at Columbia, to outline plans 
for the scope of the committee’s activities. Dr. Haynes’ 
experience led the committee to make prominent in its pro- 
gram the education and training of young men and women of 
the Negro race in social service schools. 

These three organizations continued to function with 
separate secretaries, and the Report of the National League 
on Urban Conditions Among Negroes for 1910-11 contains 
the separate personnel of the committees, their separate 
treasurer’s accounts, and staff membership. 

In developing the idea of better training for Negro social 
workers, Dr. Haynes took advantage of the offer to develop 
the Department of Sociology at Fisk University, and to es- 
tablish there a training center for Negro social workers in 
connection with that University. It was also determined that 
he should open up an experiment, in Nashville, a Southern 
city, in social service work among Negroes with the idea that 
graduates of his department at Fisk, giving promise of suc- 
cess in social work, should be brought to New York by the 
League for further training. In co-operation with the women 
of the M. E. Church, South, and Fisk University in Nashville, 
the Bethlehem Training Center was thus developed. 

As Dr. Haynes accepted a professorship at Fisk, giving 
only his holiday time from the University to the personal 
supervision of the work of the League, it was necessary to 
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find a thoroughly competent assistant. This he was fortunate 
in doing when he brought to the work of the League its 
present very capable Executive Secretary, Eugene Kinckle 
Jones, who resigned his position as instructor in the Central 
High School in Louisville, Kentucky, and came to New York 
on the 10th day of April, 1911, to the position of field secretary 
of the National League on Urban Conditions Among Negroes. 
With the development of the work in the educational field 
and in connection with his duties at Fisk University, Dr. 
Haynes later assumed the title of Educational Secretary and 
Mr. Jones that of Executive Secretary of the League. 

Together with Mrs. Baldwin and her faithful group of 
friends, and with great patience and tact, Dr. Haynes and 
Mr. Jones were able to achieve the combination of the three 
organizations under the title of the National League on Urban 
Conditions Among Negroes. The Survey made this editorial 
comment: ‘‘ With the consolidation of three bodies committed 
to constructive social work among Negroes, a new epoch 
opens in the effective consideration of this phase of the 
American city problem.’”’ Headquarters were established 
in a modern office building on West 40th Street in New York, 
and southern headquarters at Fisk University. 

During this period Dr. Haynes was devoting himself 
unsparingly to the development of plans for the programs of 
work for the new organization, plans for industrial adjust- 
ment among Negroes, for improving housing conditions, for 
investigating and meeting recreational problems, the training 
of Negro social workers and for the further development of 
the protection of colored girls and women, particularly the 
travellers. The secretaries and board members of this pioneer 
organization in the field of social service among Negroes had 
the cordial sympathy and support of many of the foremost 
Students in the field of sociology. Professor E. R. A. Seligman 
of Columbia University was the first chairman of the League 
and members of the faculty of the New York School of Phil- 
anthropy were sympathetic and helpful. 

On the financial side, Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., Mr. 
Julius Rosenwald, Mrs. William H. Baldwin, Mr. Alfred T. 
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White, and others united in making this experiment possible. 
Mr. Paul J. Sachs, Mr. Paul D. Cravath, Mr. William G. 
Willcox, Miss Elizabeth Walton, Miss 8. P. Breckenridge, 
Dr. William H. Brooks, Dr. E. P. Roberts and Professor 
William L. Bulkley united to form the interracial group of 
interest which gave the new movement backing. Mr. Victor 
H. McCutcheon, one of the younger members of the bar in 
New York at that time, gave the League the advantage of 
his legal training and did much excellent work for the organiza- 
tion. 

In developing the program for training young men and 
women for social service work, the League established a system 
of fellowships which paid enough to meet the modest living 
expenses of a student who, after qualifying, could obtain free 
instruction from the School of Philanthropy. The League 
established also so-called broken or part fellowships to enable 
a young man or woman, who already had some training, to 
put in a short period in the head office seeing how the every- 
day work of such an organization was carried on. 

The list of men and women who have undergone training 
by either of these means under the direction of the League is 
interesting. It includes such workers as T. Arnold Hill, now 
Secretary of the Chicago Urban League; John T. Clark, now 
Secretary of the Pittsburgh Urban League; James H. Robin- 
son, at present director of Negro Welfare Work in the Council 
of Social Agencies in Cincinnati; Paul F. Mowbray, now 
instructor in Sociology and Economics at Fisk University, 
originaily sent to that institution as Dr. Haynes’ assistant, 
to make it possible for him to spend more time away from 
Nashville on the work of the League. This list includes also 
James H. Hubert, now Secretary of the New York Urban 
League; Garry W. Moore, now deceased, but formerly Pro- 
fessor of Sociology at Moorehouse College, Atlanta, and the 
first colored probation officer in connection with the courts in 
that city; Forrester B. Washington, now Secretary of the Arm- 
strong Association of Philadelphia; George W. Buckner, of 
St. Louis; William R. Conners, of Cleveland; John C. Dancy, 
of Detroit; and William L. Evans, of Chicago. 
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In 1913 the National League on Urban Conditions Among 
Negroes was incorporated under the laws of the State of New 
York, and with the addition of such well-known names as that 
of Dr. James H. Dillard, Booker T. Washington, Kelly Miller, 
Charles D. Hilles, Dr. R. R. Moton, and Roger N. Baldwin 
of St. Louis, started upon a more definitely national program. 

Mrs. William H. Baldwin’s health made it necessary that 
she resign as Chairman and in her letter of resignation to the 
League she enunciated once again the beautiful conception 
upon which it had been founded in the following words: 
‘Let us work, not as colored people nor as white people for 
the narrow benefit of any group alone, but together as Ameri- 
can citizens for the common good of our common city, our 
common country.” The writer succeeded Mrs. Baldwin as 
Chairman of the League. 

The serious employment situation which followed the 
opening of the world war brought many problems to the 
League. The work of meeting this situation was done so 
creditably as to attract the favorable attention of such men 
as Theodore Roosevelt, George W. Perkins, and others, 
and the Executive Board was encouraged to depart from their 
program of retrenchment upon which they had embarked 
during the uncertainties due to the war period and expand the 
organization to meet wider needs. 

The opportunity of constructive supervision of one of 
the first of the large groups of colored workers in Northern 
industry came with the inquiry from the tobacco growers in 
the Connecticut valley for advice and assistance as to colored 
workers in their fields. The officers of the Connecticut Leaf 
Tobacco Association gave generous tribute to ‘‘the efficient 
and able manner in which (the League) has handled this 
proposition.”” The League was working with the beginnings 
of the wave of migration which soon began to move in greater 
volume into the big industrial centers of the North. 

In 1916 the questions involved in the migration of so 
many Negroes to the North caused the League to bring to- 
gether a National Conference on Migration in New York 
from which were issued recommendations and advice to 
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migrants and to employers in both sections North and South. 
With the entry of the United States into the World War, the 
League was quick to urge upon the government the necessity 
of more direct representation of the Negro in the Depart- 
ments, particularly of War and Labor. Following the 
conference of the League on the Negro in industry, held in 
January 1918, the League urged upon the Department of 
Labor the appointment of one or two competent Negroes in 
that branch of the service ‘‘to serve as assistants in each of 
the bureaus in adjusting and distributing Negro labor to meet 
war and peace needs.”” Secretary of Labor Wilson asked Dr. 
George E. Haynes to become his special assistant dealing with 
Negro Labor and the report of the League for 1917-1918 
carries the annotation that he was ‘‘on leave of absence while 
serving as Director of Negro Economics in the United States 
Department of Labor, Washington, D.C.” After the expira- 
tion of his year, his services still being required by the Gov- 
ernment, his connection with the League came to an end. 

The demand for Negro labor in the great centers of in- 
dustry in the North gave the Negro a chance he had never 
had before and placed opportunities and _ responsibilities 
before the National Urban League which it struggled hard to 
meet. Branches were developed in many of the large centers 
with programs for meeting the migrants, directing them to 
jobs and lodgings, and offering lectures on how to live in the 
North. Systematic efforts to adjust them to their new en- 
vironment were carried on simultaneously with conferences 
with employers as to how to meet the personal needs of their 
employees, how to understand their hopes and bring to them 
most successful methods of stimulating their ambition for 
preferment and advancement. 

The branches in Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, and Pittsburgh were leaders in inaugurating 
new plans and helpful methods of accomplishing these results. 
And now the number of branches is continually growing so 
that today they have been established in forty-one cities of 
the United States. Of these, however, several were already 
existing local organizations which have affiliated themselves 
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with the National Urban League to assist in carrying out its 
policies. 

The Urban League program is based on the co-operative 
work of members of both races. The national organization 
suggests a program for a full rounded community life, and has 
directed attention to the health, housing, recreation and 
employment, and also to the problems of school life, home 
economics, clubs for boys and girls, and questions of crime 
and delinquency. In the service of any given community, 
however, the local organization is free to develop the line that 
it sees will be of most importance, so that there is consider- 
able divergence of accent among the different branches al- 
though in general outline the work is similar. The service 
which has been rendered the industrial plants through lectures 
to the employees, group meetings at noon or in the evening, 
supplying personne! workers who will help to relieve the petty 
irritations and misunderstandings, was an important factor in 
making the Negro labor so effective in the period of intense 
activity during the war. In the sad picture of race riots in 
the United States, the work of the Urban League secretaries 
and associates has stood out as a bright spot. The Chicago 
Race Riot in 1919 found the office of the Chicago Urban League 
to be the center from which helpful constructive things were 
done, such as the distribution of relief and the dissemination 
of accurate information, service performed often at great 
personal risk by the workers. This attracted the attention 
of thoughtful people in Chicago and the report of the Com- 
mission appointed by Governor Lowden to investigate the 
causes of the race riot, published under the title, The Negro 
in Chicago, gives frequent and enthusiastic endorsement to 
the work which the League has done and is doing. 

The development of numerous branches of the League 
soon made necessary conferences of the Executive Secretaries 
of these branches and the prominence of industrial oppor- 
tunity in the life of most of these cityward-moving Negroes 
gave these meetings the aspect of conventions called to consider 
industrial problems. The first of these conferences was held 
at Columbus, Ohio, November 25, 1918, and they have been 
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held annually ever since. They have attracted increasing 
attention as the work and personnel of the conferences 
have broadened and have held the attention of employment 
leaders of our largest corporations and of the officers of the 
National Conference on Social Work and of students of 
human problems in industry. 

The development of a body of facts in regard to Negro 
life in cities upon which definite conclusions could be based 
had been one of the important planks in the platform upon 
which Dr. Haynes, Mrs. Baldwin and their associates in 
forming the Urban League had particularly insisted. And 
the increasing demands for accurate surveys of various lo- 
calities into which the Negroes had moved in large numbers 
compelled the development of a special department to take 
care of these subjects. The League was fortunate in obtaining 
a grant from the Carnegie Corporation of $8,000 a year for 
three years for this department, and also in obtaining the 
services of Charles 8. Johnson who had been one of the Secre- 
taries of Governor Lowden’s Commission to inquire into the 
causes of the race riot in Chicago. With the orderly assem- 
bling of the great mass of facts which the League in its various 
branches had brought together, it became immediately evident 
that some method of distributing these facts in regular and 
intelligible form must be provided. The Department then 
embarked upon the publication of the magazine known as 
Opportunity. This department, moreover, has furnished 
students, lecturers, magazine writers, college professors, 
and a host of inquirers with accurate information collected 
scientifically from original sources. 

After Dr. Haynes decided to continue with the Govern- 
ment, the educational work of the League was carried on in the 
Executive Secretary’s Office until the League was able to 
obtain the services of Mr. A. L. Jackson, who had made a 
record for himself in the work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in Chicago. He came to the League in 1919 to 
keep in touch with college men and women for the purpose 
of stimulating them to study and preparing them for social 
work. His duties also required him to keep in touch with 
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the sociology departments, in the colleges both white and 
colored, and called for extended travelling and lecture tours. 
Carrying out the competitive examinations upon the basis 
of which the League’s fellowships were awarded also devolved 
upon him. In 1921 Mr. Jackson severed his connection with 
the League to become a member of the staff of the Chicago 
Defender. 

The League has developed geographically in four directions: 
the Northeast, the Middle West, the South, and the South- 
west. A special secretary for the South has been established 
at Atlanta, Georgia, in the person of Mr. Jesse O. Thomas, 
who as graduate of Fisk and the former principal of Voorhees 
Industrial School at Denmark, South Carolina, had had 
considerable experience in the South. His position as Super- 
visor of Negro Economics for the State of New York during 
the war brought him into close contact with the Urban League 
organization. In 1919 it was decided to appoint T. Arnold 
Hill, the local secretary in Chicago, part time Field Secretary 
for the Western field, and he has been able to extend the 
work to such centers as Milwaukee, Wisconsin, Kansas City, 
Missouri, St. Paul, Minnesota; and other places in the Middle 
West. No secretary has as yet been appointed for the South- 
western field. The Northeast is taken care of by the national 
office. 

The necessity for more frequent explanation of the aims 
and purposes of the League, particularly among the groups 
of thoughtful Negroes interested in this sort of work, required 
the appointment of a special secretary. To render this 
service the League employed Mr. J. R. E. Lee, for several 
years head of the Academic Department of Tuskegee and 
later Principal of the Lincoln High School in Kansas City. 

The National League on Urban Conditions Among Negroes 
reported in 1910 a total budget of $5,300.00. The work for 
1924 calls for expenditures of $69,800, if all the plans can be 
put into operation. If to this sum, significant in itself of 
growth, is added the amount of the budgets of the forty-one 
local branches, the annual expenditures for the work which is 
called the Urban League Movement would total considerably 
over a quarter of a million dollars. 
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The successful service of the National Urban League and 
its local branches is a tribute to the men and women of both 
races who have been willing to place the betterment of the 
community above the interests of any one group, and who 
live and work in the faith that men and women of the white 
and colored races by pooling their intelligence and enthusiasm 
can solve any problem in interracial relations.

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THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 
AMONG NEGROES 


The first organization of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association among Negroes was effected sometime in the 
year 1853 in Washington, D. C. This body was evidently 
organized by Negroes who were prominent in the city. The 
president, Anthony Bowen, was a friend of William Chauncy 
Langdon, corresponding secretary of the white body of 
Washington, which had been established the previous year. 
These men worked in the same office and no doubt frequently 
conversed about the welfare of the young men of both races 
in the city of Washington. At the outset of this work, then, 
there is some evidence of cooperation between the races. 
This has been one of the fundamental principles of the work 
among Negro men and boys throughout the years inter- 
vening between 1853 and 1924. The word cooperation is 
very precious to those who have given their lives to this 
movement. They always think of it in the light of an evenly 
balanced scale, and have found that the Association affords 
a platform upon which the best of both races can stand and 
work, cooperatively, and, at the same time, maintain their 
full self-respect as Christian coworkers. 

In 1867 Negroes formed their first connection with and 
became a vital part of the American movement through a 
delegate from the New York Negro body, Mr. E. V. C. Eato. 
He was most cordially received by the convention. He was 
called upon for a speech, was welcomed on the platform by an 
ex-Confederate officer, General W. F. Gregory, of Petersburg, 
Virginia, who had just spoken and said he would go home 
and labor among that class whom his people were supposed 
to hate. 

At this time the Association brotherhood for the first 
time took notice of the needs of Negroes. By unanimous 
consent the following resolution was offered by Brevet 


Brigadier General Charles H. Howard, of Washington, D. C.: 
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“Resolved that the committee on Associations of this conven- 
tion be instructed to report such measures as in their judgment will 
best promote the formation of Y. M. C. A.’s among the colored 
brethren throughout the United States and British provinces.”’ 


With the adoption of this resolution these organizations 
committed themselves to the promotion of uplift work among 
Negro men and boys on the American continent. 

At most of the conventions from this time up to 1875, 
Negro delegates were in attendance and were given the 
same courtesy of the floor as other representatives. Their 
names are found on important committees, and extracts 
from their addresses are printed in the reports. 

It appears from the records that the first contribution 
toward the general work among Negroes was made at the 
Portland convention in 1869 by a lady sitting in the gallery. 
She sent down $10.00 for the freedmen. At this convention 
a letter was received from the Negro organization of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the convention directed that the following 
answer be sent to this body: 


“Dear Brethren: We have received your communication and 
it gives us great pleasure to express our sincere affection for you as 
co-workers in the same great cause. We hail you in the spirit of 
Christian fraternity and equality. We rejoice in every new rightful 
privilege which you obtain, in every new movement of an educational, 
religious, or philanthropical character in which you engage and 
shall both pray and labor for your prosperity. We also most 
earnestly invite you to send delegates to our next and all subsequent 
conventions.” 


Following this was adopted a resolution that the delegates 
of all associations be specially requested to aid in the forma- 
tion of Negro organizations throughout the South. Already 
such had been formed at some points in the South. There 
was one established in Charleston, South Carolina, in 1866, 
with Henry W. Thomas as president. Many organizations 
were effected throughout South Carolina and at least three 
conventions in that state were held by Negroes with repre- 
sentatives from these various bodies. The minutes of these 
conventions were printed in due form and compare favorably

with the records of any of the conventions of the country at 
that time. The Association Monthly, of which Mr. Richard 
C. Morse was editor, gives several news items concerning these 
Negro organizations. Mr. Morse, moreover, had frequent 
correspondence with Mr. Thomas. 

At this early date Mr. Morse and Mr. Cephus Brainard 
donated a library to the Charleston body, some of the books of 
which may yet be found on their shelves. Mr. Weidensall, 
the first International Secretary, visited Mr. Thomas a 
number of times. He also received a letter of reecommenda- 
tion and introduction from Mr. Loundes, President of the 
Negro body of Columbia, South Carolina, a document which 
he still prizes very highly. 

In 1869, the first student organization in a Negro institu- 
tion was established at Howard University. There is suffi- 
cient data connected with the work of this organization to 
make an interesting volume. This body met an urgent need 
for Christian fellowship and easily took rank as one of the 
important uplift forces among the youth. Other institutions 
were afterward reached in the same manner. 

It is very evident that the desire for a real brotherhood 
moved the hearts of the thinking men in the conventions of 
this period representing bodies from every part of the country. 
Doubtless, the following resolution adopted at the Washing- 
ton convention in 1871 had this in mind: 


“Resolved that the Young Men’s Christian Associations are 
organized especially to labor for and among young men; that they 
constitute a union board of the church of Christ charged with the 
performance of a special duty in the prosecution of their work. 
The Association as such has no politics and knows no distinction 
among men except those who love Christ and those who love Him 
not.” 


Very few organizations have ever given utterance to a more 
potent sentiment than this. It meets the needs of today 
with all our perplexities as fully as it did then, because it is 
girded with fundamental truth as found in the teachings of 
Jesus Christ. 

It is very evident from these early records that out-

standing Southern men were fully as active in the promotion 
of work among Negroes as were those in the North, for we 
find the following report in the minutes of the Poughkeepsie 
convention held in 1873, made by C. W. Hooper, of Selma, 
Alabama: 

“A committee of two or three was appointed to go to the colored 
brothers and ask them to unite with us in our work. The pastors 
of the colored churches, most of whom were colored, are, we believe, 
christian men although un-educated. They gave us leave to hold 
meetings in their churches and Bible classes and said they were glad 
to see us. They were always present at our meetings. They told 
us they were learning much and prayed for us. A few days before 
I left a Y. M. C. A. was organized in our town.” 


At this convention the resolution urging the formation of 
Negro organizations throughout the South was reaffirmed. 
This was done repeatedly at conventions so that it is clearly 
evident the burden rested heavily upon the minds of the men 
assembled as representatives of the work. 

It seems that the first money ever reported toward a 
fund for a Negro building was the sum of $10 at Winsboro, 
South Carolina. We have no record of what became of this 
money, but the many building funds resulting in the erection 
of splendid structures prove that these pioneers were starting 
on right lines. 

Much space is given in the early convention reports to 
the Negro branches and they present many interesting items. 
All through this period of “pioneering” we find that Negroes 
were anxious to establish branches. In many places like New 
York and Washington they had the encouragement of Mc- 
Burney, Hall, and other Association leaders. Two principles 
which must be observed in order to make this type of work 
successful among Negroes are to be found in this early move- 
ment: first, independent initiative on the part of colored 
men themselves; second, a hearty spirit of cooperation between 
the races. This adapted itself according to the type of 
organization which might be formed. Very little could be 
accomplished by working for men or by handing them a ready- 
made program. This might do very well for children and 
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feeble-minded persons but lasting and effective results could 
be gotten by working with people. This, the Association laid 
down as a fundamental principle in the beginning. Among 
the representatives of the Associations either North or 
South there was no difference of opinion as to the need, 
method, scope, or type of work for Negroes. The whole 
movement is unique in that at this period a substantial num- 
ber of notable men were united regarding the Association’s 
duty to this particular group of men. 

There soon followed a period of study and promotion by 
sympathetic men. At the Richmond convention in 1875, 
Major Joseph Hardie of Selma, Alabama, was made president. 
His friend, Capt. C. W. Lovelace of Marion, Alabama, was 
also a delegate. Captain Lovelace was a sweet tempered 
Christian man. The undersigned has learned many signifi- 
cant incidents of his life showing his interest in the welfare of 
Negroes. 

At this convention the Negro pastors of Richmond 
sent in a request for prayer for the Negroes of the city of 
Richmond. Major Hardie, the president, presented this 
with other communications and poured his heart out in 
sympathetic prayer and interest for the welfare of the Negroes 
and in his own words stated: 


“They are environed by temptations of which you and I know 
nothing—seditions, blandishments, and difficulties beset their 
pathway. Nothing but the Grace of God can enable them to stand 
and overcome their trials and walk in the paths of holiness. I 
place it upon your hearts and conscience here tonight and if you 
will carry it to the throne of grace, God will bless the colored men 
that they may be rescued from the many ills which they are now 
surrounded by. Will this convention unite in a word of prayer to 
God with one of the brothers while he carries to the throne of Grace 
this great body of young men? 


Captain Lovelace offered a fervent prayer for the Negroes 
of the South. This meeting of prayer had a great in- 
fluence on the convention. No resolution was adopted 
regarding the work among Negroes, neither does it appear 
that any of the former resolutions which had been adopted 
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were reaffirmed, but something better. Resolutions may not 
settle questions, but they are settled in the chambers of men’s 
hearts. At this convention hearts were opened and the spirit 
of God took possession as subsequent events testify. 

At this convention there was a Negro delegate, Robert 
F. Wheeler, from Howard University. After some discus- 
sion he was seated as a regular delegate which has been the 
rule of the conventions from the beginning until the present. 
The following year, 1876, at the Toronto convention, Major 
Hardie made a lengthy report for the South, but no mention 
is made in the printed report by him of the work among 
Negroes. For the first time we note that the Executive 
Committee reports that one of the tasks which must be under- 
taken and sustained was the work among young Negro men; 
and from that time until now they have been mentioned as 
one of the features of work to be promoted by the Interna- 
tional Convention and its committee. 

It is later stated in the minutes of this convention that 
if Major Hardie had more time he would give facts about the 
Negroes and the convention granted the time. Major 
Hardie made a splendid appeal in which he stated that there 
had been found a suitable man who would take up work among 
the freedmen, but during the past twelve months apparently 
very little had been done and they were unable to raise $500 
necessary to secure the service of this worker. There was con- 
siderable discussion in which Robert McBurney, General 
Secretary of the New York Association, took part, and also 
Dr. Stewart Robinson of Louisville, who made an urgent ap- 
peal and moved that the convention put forth special effort 
during the coming year and that the International Committee 
be instructed to send a representative or representatives 
among the Negroes. In a few minutes $700 was raised for 
this purpose George Williams, of London, England, the 
founder of the Y. M. C. A., was present at this convention 
and contributed $100 to this particular fund, the only con- 
tribution on record he ever made to the American work. 

At the Louisville convention in 1877, it was reported that 
General George D. Johnston, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, had 
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been secured as visiting agent to the young men of the South. 
His report is interesting and helpful. He visited many of 
the cities of the South and found them ready to undertake 
the work. He often held meetings among leaders of both 
races and there was every prospect that a promising and 
vigorous work would follow immediately. 

It was the privilege of the undersigned to correspond with 
Major Hardie until he passed away. A similar correspond- 
ence was kept up with General Johnston and his widow and 
daughter. These men were earnest to the end in their un- 
selfish interest in the Negro. As faithful servants they, with 
Capt. Lovelace and others in those early days, were repre- 
tatives of Christian brotherhood. They went so far as to say: 
“‘Tt is hypocritical to be praying for the Chinese, Indians and 
others and appealing for funds to send missionaries to them 
while we turn our backs on the godly men at home who are 
teaching Christianity and call them ‘‘nigger teachers.”’ Let us 
pray that the holy spirit may guide us and give us discretion 
to act aright.” 

Henry E. Brown succeeded General Johnston in 1878 and 
made his first report at the Baltimore convention in 1879. 
Mr. Brown consecrated his life to the work among the Negroes 
as he listened to President Finney of Oberlin pray during 
memorial services after the assassination of President Lincoln. 
Mr. Brown as the founder of Talladega College proved his 
ability to win the friendship of both whites and blacks of the 
South after having well served the Association during this 
period. His work consisted in visiting the various cities and 
colleges, organizing Bible classes and holding parlor confer- 
ences. All the while, however, the outstanding power in his 
work was his fine personality, and to this day men who are 
now of middle age and past often mention Henry E. Brown 
with tenderness and kindness as a friend who encouraged 
and inspired them. 

Either prevailing conditions or his method did not promote 
the work effectively in cities where colaborers had already made 
a good start in the period of pioneering, but he put emphasis on 
his work among the students, which was effective and helpful. 
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He made many investigations, printed many pamphlets some 
of which contain very interesting accounts of his work. His 
chief accomplishment was his ability to arouse sufficient in- 
terest in the city of Norfolk to warrant the employment of 
a Negro secretary to work among the men and boys of his 
race in that city. Mr. E. D. Engersoll, Railroad secretary 
of the International Committee, had discovered a promising 
young Negro in one of his interview meetings at Ottawa, 
Canada. This was reported to Mr. Brown who made a visit 
to Ottawa and there met this person, William A. Hunton, who 
shortly decided to become secretary at Norfolk. 

Hunton entered the work in 1888. He was the first 
salaried employee of the race to serve in the work among 
Negroes. So faithful, patient, and efficient was he in his 
work that it was decided by the International Committee in 
1890 to employ him as International Secretary for Negro 
work throughout the country. In this office he remained until 
his death, November 27, 1916. 

The Association then entered upon a period of specializa- 
tion under racial secretarial leadership. From 1888 to 1898 
Mr. Hunton labored alone, doing the best he could for the 
two types of work which were being conducted among Negro 
men and boys, namely, city and student. He was most suc- 
cessful in gaining a warm place in the hearts of the people 
because of his pleasing personality. 

For his own sake William A. Hunton would have had the 
consideration of the people in any line of work which he might 
have attemptedtodo. The outstanding fact about William A. 
Hunton was his sweet temper and brotherly spirit. All knew 
him as a man of pure, clean, unselfish life, a man who never 
failed a friend. During the years of this period his spirit and 
personality permeated the student bodies of our colleges and the 
men inthe cities. His influence was felt wherever he was heard, 
and his name was a precious one on the lips of the brother- 
hood. He proved himself a patient, wise leader in establishing 
confidence in the leadership of the race and the movement by 
practice has committed itself to this policy, reaping many 
advantages in the promotion of work among Negroes. Carry- 
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ing out this policy, many of the most notable men of the race 
have been trained and placed in the service. No one can half 
measure the debt the work owes to the poise and character of 
William A. Hunton, who for so many years stood as the lone 
representative of the race in this field. 

In 1898 began the first effort at specialization. Jesse E. 
Moorland joined William A. Hunton, giving attention to city 
problems, but while they worked together, both doing city 
and student work, they undertook to think in terms of 
specialists. Though they often failed in their practice, they 
had more chance for a systematic study of the problems which 
were before them and they made progress faster with some of 
these problems than they at that time knew. Many of the 
days were dark. Often it was hard to get an Association 
secretary or president to give you ten minutes time to talk 
about establishing a Negro branch of the work. During this 
period, however, they were able to carry out the policy of 
organizing city Association branches though by resolution 
of International Convention at Kansas City, 1891, they had 
authority to organize colored Associations independently. 
But it is the policy of Negro Department to promote the Associa- 
tion work as a unit where it is possible and there are today only 
two or three independent Negro Associations in the country. 
During this period the Negro Department accumulated some 
property but nearly all of it was old second-hand residence 
buildings inappropriate for the purposes for which they were 
obtained. There was not much sentiment in favor of doing 
anything for this particular phase of the work. 

It was rather a dark day when representatives of the 
Negro work met in fall conference at Silver Bay, 1910. In 
a few weeks after this meeting, however, I was called to Chicago 
to conduct a campaign for a building for Negroes on the south 
side to cost $150,000. There had been a $25,000 gift made by 
an individual whom I did not know, but as soon as this in- 
dividual learned that a supposed specialist was in town at 
work on this task, he made arrangements by which he might 
meet him. It was the privilege of the undersigned to be 
invited in a few days to take lunch with him in company with 
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Mr. Loeb and two gentlemen of the Chicago Association; 
This unknown friend and the future benefactor of the Negro was 
Julius Rosenwald. He addressed most of his conversation 
to me and spoke with great interest and sympathy regarding 
the Negro. He was very much interested in what we had 
already accomplished and when I told him that our great need 
at that time was a better equipment with which we could do 
our work, he turned to me and said he would give $25,000 
toward a one hundred thousand dollar establishment, includ- 
ing land and equipment. From that day to this Mr. Rosen- 
wald has grown in his interest for the work of the Negro Depart- 
ment and up to date has contributed over $325,000 toward the 
construction of thirteen buildings. The successful work 
maintained in the buildings which have been made possible 
by him is a proof of the wisdom of his gift and the far-sighted 
vision of this brother of an ancient and noble race. Space will 
not permit the detailed mention of the wide and far-reaching 
influence of the building campaigns with both races cooper- 
ating. Nothing has given Mr. Rosenwald greater pleasure. 
In the year 1911, there took place a number of very nota- 
ble things relating directly to the Colored Men’s Department. 
One was the provision of a fund of $10,000 known as the 
Race Relationship Fund after the publication of a book by 
Dr. W. D. Wetherford, The Negro and the South. This book 
was one of those composite pieces of work in its planning. 
The outline was worked out in conference by President John 
Hope, Bishop W. R. Lambuth, William A. Hunton, Jesse E. 
Moorland, a young white physician of Atlanta, and W. D. 
Weatherford. Dr. Wetherford finally developed the book in 
his own way and had it published without submitting the 
manuscript to the committee. The book, therefore, contains 
some matter which otherwise would have been eliminated; 
but in spite of this, it has been used as a textbook by thou- 
sands of white students in southern colleges. This effort 
helped to make possible the interracial program of today. 
The same year the King’s Mountain Student Conference 
was organized. The secretarial summer school which had 
been in existence a number of years was given new impetus 
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and life. The training of secretaries with a definite program 
was put into effect. Both of these summer gatherings have 
become important features of the Negro work. Still another 
student conference was later organized for the Southwest 
meeting at Coleman College, Gibbsland, Louisiana, under an 
additional worker. Instead of visiting student organizations 
once a year as had been the practice, most of them were 
visited at least twice a year, with the result of unusual growth. 
Every phase of the work seemed to take on new life. 

Here is a cooperative movement into which the Negro 
becomes a stronger integral part each year. Four out- 
standing men of the race are members of the International 
Committee—Dr. R. R. Moton, Principal of Tuskegee; 
Bishop Robert E. Jones, of the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
F. B. Ransom, an attorney of Indianapolis; and William F. 
Trotman, a broker of New York City. The Negro work is 
represented in two State committees and on the Metropolitan 
Board of Cincinnati. At the last International Convention a 
Negro was made one of the vice-presidents and others served 
on committees. At the recent Constitutional Convention a 
Negro was made vice-president and others served on commit- 
tees. The problem of representation is being considered and 
progress in meeting it in a manly way is manifest. 

A few years ago there was not a Negro connected with the 
Association of Chicago—not even in the most menial capacity. 
Today, Negroes are a part of the city-wide organization. 
Every phase of the work is open to them as of all the branches 
of the City. The Wabash Avenue Building has the reputation 
of being the best kept building in Chicago. Negroes stop at 
the ‘‘Y”’ hotel and white men stop at the Wabash Building 
if either desire to do so, as they have done many times. The 
educational classes and athletic events are open to all mem- 
bers. 

What goes on in Chicago is general according to what the 
community sentiment will support. In Cleveland, Ohio, 
there is a branch with every race variety in the membership— 
a mixed committee of management. The head secretary is 
a Negro with white and Negro assistants serving the needs 
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of a community, regardless of race—just an honest-to- 
goodness ‘‘Y” Branch. The Cleveland Association puts 
this first in its list of achievements in the recent past. 

In 1920 the m&anagement among Negroes financed and 
sent Max Yergan to South Africa through the Foreign 
Department of the American Associations. He has already 
given something of this cooperative service and example to 
many of the leaders of the various races of that land. There, 
as here, the only handicaps are the lack of adequate means 
and the need of efficient leadership.

FEEDING SLAVES 


The cost of feeding exceeded perhaps any other single item 
of expense connected with the maintenance of slaves, and 
for that reason slave owners, as a rule, gave personal atten- 
tion to the issuance of rations. Slaves would consume more 
food than was actually needed for their physical well-being 
unless given a fixed allowance—an allowance which, if sys- 
tematically consumed, was ordinarily sufficient to tide them 
over a stated period of time. Underfeeding produced dis- 
content, promoted theft and, if prolonged, tended to under- 
mine the stamina of slaves. The food therefore was, in the 
main, ample but coarse. Economy required that the slaves 
be given food produced in considerable quantities on the farms 
and plantations; consequently it was lacking somewhat in 
variety. Bacon and corn bread supplemented by vegetables 
in season constituted the principal articles of diet. Molasses 
was sometimes served as a substitute for meat and quite gen- 
erally sweet potatoes in season were substituted for corn bread. 
The allowances of meat and meal issued to slaves varied in 
different localities, but generally the allowance was one peck 
of meal and four pounds of meat weekly for each working 
hand. Children and the superannuated were given lesser 
quantities. For purposes of feeding, J. Devereux, who owned 
plantations in the lower Roanoke River Valley in North 
Carolina, divided his slaves into two groups, hands and idlers. 
The following chart shows in what quantities food was issued 
to the two classes: !

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The meal runs in pecks and the meat in pounds. The 
allowance in each case was made for the year, but it is likely 
that the overseers on the several plantations made weekly or 
fortnightly distributions from the annual allowance. There is 
no record that this particular planter issued molasses to his 
slaves, but there is a record of potatoes being issued as a 
substitute for meal. 

On the plantation of Edmund Walter Jones in Caldwell 
County, North Carolina, the following schedule was observed 
in the issuance of rations:?

One should note that very little bacon was issued during 


the winter months, but instead beef and pork were issued in 
practically equivalent quantities. During the summer months 
of the year 1860 rations were issued as follows:

In summer there was no departure from the meat and 
bread regimen, but as it was a common practice to permit 
slaves to have gardens for raising vegetables for their own use, 
doubtless the slaves on the Jones plantation shared in this 
privilege. The corn was usually issued in quantities of from 
one to two bushels and the bacon in quantities ranging from 
about twenty to thirty-five pounds, the amount depending 
on the size of the slave family and to some extent on the 
season of the year. No special’effort was made to fix a time 
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limit for the consumption of a given amount of corn meal,’ 
hence the variation in the length of time the supply lasted. 
For example, the meal from a bushel of corn lasted Till’s 
family from fourteen to seventeen days. When bacon was 
issued, an entry was made in the ‘Book of Allowances”’ 
showing how long the supply should last, and the record 
shows that no more bacon was issued until the time limit 
expired. Negroes prized bacon somewhat more highly than 
corn bread; consequently a stricter regulation of the consump- 
tion of the former was necessary. Since the size of the slave 
families on the Jones plantation is not known, it is impossible 
to ascertain the amount of food issued to each individual 
member of the family. It is quite possible that Jones made 
no systematic effort to estimate the amount of food each 
member of the slave family should consume in a given time. 
On the contrary, he perhaps confined his estimate to the 
family group, and depended on the slave mother to see that 
both “hands” and “‘idlers” received their proper shares.

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DISPATCHES OF SPANISH OFFICIALS BEARING 
ON THE FREE NEGRO SETTLEMENT OF 
GRACIA REAL DE SANTA TERESA 
DE MOSE, FLORIDA! 


The study of the Negro in Latin America introduces most 
of our investigators to a new field of colonial history. There 
the Negro was not merely aslave. The attitude of the Latins 
toward this race differed from that of the Englishmen in that 
while the latter interbreeded with the African women and 
sold their own mixed breed offspring, the former generally 
freed such children, recognized them as their heirs, and 
helped them to rise to positions of usefulness in the state. 
In other cases where there was no miscegenation the Latins 
gave the Negro more consideration. While the Latin 
nobleman looked upon the Negro as his social and political 
inferior, he did not on that account doubt the courage, re- 
liability, and spiritual possibilities of the African. 

In the Archives of the Indies, Seville, Spain, there is a 
wealth of material for the writing of this history of the Negro 
in Latin America. These documents present not only facts 
as to the slave trade, but records of valuable services ren- 
dered the state by Negroes as individuals and as members of 
military organizations. The documents below giving an 
account of the free Negro settlement of Gracia Real de 
Santa Teresa de Mose near St. Augustine, Florida, present 
a striking example of this interesting history. 

This settlement was formed of refugee slaves from the 
English colonies to the north. The Spanish king gave them

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their liberty not out of any generosity toward them, but 
because it was a public policy likely to disturb the English as 
experience later showed that it did. This colony later moved 
to Cuba after Florida became an English possession in 1763. 
In Cuba this colony continued for a number of years as evi- 
denced by observations of travelers. 

These documents, most of which appear in full below, may 
be explained as follows: 

On February 24, 1688 (54-5-12, Doc. No. 44), Governor 
Quiroga addressed the crown, reporting the arrival of certain 
Negro slaves who came from San Jorge to become Christians. 

On March 8, 1689 (54—-5-12, Doe. No. 74), the royal officials 
wrote the crown, reporting on eight Negroes and two Negro 
women, who came from San Jorge in a launch and were put 
to work on the fort. The English sent for them, and they 
were bought. 

On August 16, 1689 (54-5-12, Doc. No. 86), Governor 
Quiroga wrote the crown concerning the two Negro women 
who arrived with the eight men from San Jorge. He had them 
in his house and wanted to buy them at a reasonable figure. 

The royal officials wrote the crown about the matter again 
May 20, 1690 (54-5-12, Doc. No. 101). 

On June 8, 1690 (54-5-12, Doe. No. 108), Governor Qui- 
roga wrote the crown that he had advertised for hire the two 
slave women he had in his house, but the best bid was two 
pesos a month. To avoid scandal which he intimated they 
would cause, he retained them. 

On June 8, 1690 (54-5-12, Doc. No. 112), Governor Qui- 
roga wrote the crown, stating how these slaves weresold and how 
the Spaniards settled with the English who came for satisfac- 
tion. Now, apparently on November 7, 1693, the crown 
issued in this matter a cedula which does not appear. This 
cedula doubtless ordered the English paid up to 200 pesos per 
capita for the slaves, who were to be set free. 

On November 2, 1725 (58-1-—29, Doc. No. 84, duplicated 
in 58-1-31, Doc. No. 3), Governor Benavides wrote the crown, 
giving the details of the arrival in 1724 of seven Negroes from 
San Jorge. These negotiations between Spanish and English 
in America and the enclosure give a point of view in Spain. 
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On February 23, 1730 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 18), Governor 
Benavides wrote the crown, referring to his of November 2, 
1725. This communication shows that Colonel Arthur Hall 
came to Saint Augustine to get satisfaction, and that Lt. Don 
Pedro Ramon Barrera was sent to Carolina to adjust the 
matter and also to spy on an expedition the English were 
supposed to be organizing againsttheSpanish. It wasdecidedto 
sell the Negroes in Florida and hand the proceeds to the English, 
but this arrangement was to be revocable if the crowd disap- 
proved. 

From January to April, 1731, there followed the fiscal’s dis- 
cussion and the Council’s action on matter set forth in Doc. 
No. 18, ante. 2 pliegos (58-1-31, Doc. No. 23). 

On April 12, 1731 (86—5-21, Doc. No. 33), the Council for the 
Indies in Madrid addressed the king, 6 pliegos. The Council 
set forth the whole matter of the Negroes arriving (based on 
Doc. No. 18 from 58-1-31), considered the fiscal’s views 
(Doc. No. 23, 58-1-31), made its recommendation, and 
ordered that these Negroes should not be returned nor paid 
for, nor should any who so took refuge in Florida in the future. 

On May 31, 1738 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 59), Governor 
Montiano wrote the crown. He reported that on March 3 
various Negroes, fugitives from the English colonies, held as 
slaves by citizens of Saint Augustine, appeared before him, 
and demanded liberty on the strength of royal cedulas. He 
decreed that their appeal be granted. The citizens protested. 

On June 10, 1738 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 62), there appears 
mention of ‘‘los Negros fugitivos de los Plantages? de Yng- 
leses’”’ in a document unsigned but purporting to speak for 
“todos los negros fugitivos de los plantages de los yngleses, 
obedientes y fieles esclavos de V. Md...” They appealed 
for liberty, which, despite the crown’s desire to grant it, they 
had not had, until Montiano set them free and promised to 
establish them in a place called Gracia Real where they 
could cultivate land and serve the king. They would always 
remain enemies to the English. 

On July 2, 1738 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 67), Diego de Espinosa 
wrote the crown, protesting against damage done him in 


2 “Plantages” means plantations. 
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liberating three Negroes given him in payment for lumber, 
tar, pitch, etc., which he furnished for government construc- 
tion work, given him in January, 1730. They were refugee 
slaves from Carolina, valued at 200 pesos a head. 

On February 16, 1739 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 73), Governor 
Montiano addressed the crown, reviewing his decision to 
liberate fugitive Negroes from San Jorge and other English 
settlements. He had published a “‘bando” that any others 
who came in would be given their freedom, wording the 
“bando”’ exactly like the ‘‘cedula”’ of October 29, 1733. He 
had determined that they should go to live in the territory 
called Mose, ‘‘media legua mas 6 menos al norte de esta 
Plaza y formasen en el un Pueblo . . .”’ He published said 
“‘bando”’ because he was about to go to expel the intrusive 
English from the regions they infested. On November 21, 
1738, 23 persons came in, “‘y los protegi y amparé en el Rl. 
nombre de V.M., mandandoles pasar 4 vivir a Mose.”’ He 
and the bishop had agreed to assign them Dr. Joseph de Leon, 
‘para que los instruya en doctrina y buenas costumbres.”’ 
The Negro town then consisted of 38 men, all married. The 
Governor would provide them with supplies until their crops 
came in. The fiscal’s opinion and Council’s approval appear 
on the document. 

On March 3, 1739 (58-1-31, Doc. No. 75), appear the 
fiscal’s views and Council’s action, entirely approving the 
governor’s course in the matter of the fugitive blacks from 
English settlements. This specifically applied the “‘cedula”’ 
of October 29, 1733, to all Negroes who might thereafter come 
in, and forbade their sale. 

On October 2, 1739 (86-5-21, Doc. No. 46), the Council 
for the Indies wrote his majesty, enclosing two memoranda, 
reporting and recommending that Montiano’s policy (his 
letter, Doc. No. 73, in 58-1-81, ante) be approved. His 
majesty agreed. 

On September 25, 1740 (58-1-32, Doc. No. 21), Montiano 
addressed the crown, approving his having liberated refugee 
Negroes. He retired the population of the Pueblo de Gracia 
Real (Mose) to Saint Augustine, because of danger from 
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English, but meant to reestablish them in asafer place. He 
reported also as to provision for a priest. 

On May 28, 1742 (58-1-32, Doc. No. 31), Governor 
Montiano wrote the crown, referring to the “‘cedula”’ of 
November 11, 1740, approving his having liberated the 
refugee Negroes, held as slaves by citizens, and ordering that 
all such refugees who came over thereafter should be so freed. 
But he also ordered that the price the citizens had paid for 
the Negroes so freed should be returned to them. The 
actual money they did pay went to the representative of the 
English owners. The fiscal expressed indignation that this 
should be so. The Council suggested that these citizens 
should sue the royal officials who so disposed of the money 
and the governor was so informed. These establish the fact 
that the citizens bought the Negroes, the money eventually 
going to the English owners’ representative. 

On August 2, 1743 (58-1-32, Doc. No. 41), Governor 
Montiano wrote the crown, acknowledging receipt of a 
cedula dated November 15, 1742, bidding him ‘“guardar 

4 los compradores de los negros fugitivos de las 
Colonias Ynglesas.’’ He would hear them, but ‘‘les quedara 
un alivio bien remoto.”’ The royal officials who took their 
money had died, leaving no assets. 

On September 10, 1751 (58-1-33, Doc. No. 17), Governor 
Melchor de Navarrete addressed the crown. On the 4th 
instant ‘“‘hize . . . que se pregonase por bando publico . . .”’ 
the freedom of ‘‘los negros que pasaren a esta plaza con el 
animo de seguir nra. sagrada Religion ....’ This was 
probably, as before, an offensive war measure against the 
English. The history of the southern colonies shows how 
disturbing to the planters this policy of the neighboring 
Spanish was. 

On April 2, 1752 (86-6-5, Doc. No. 114), Governor 
Navarrete wrote the Marques de Ensenada. He asks some 
title allusive to his accomplishment in effecting baptisms 
among refugee slaves from English colonies (‘‘que sirva de 
esmalte a su casa y de esplendor a su familia’”’). It was re- 
marked that these blacks had been distributed for instruction 
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in religion. This aroused suspicion. To distribute them for 
instruction in religion was the Spaniards’ way (in Cuba, and 
elsewhere) of holding in slavery the aborigines despite every 
pronouncement the crown could make that they were his 
majesty’s free and respected vassals. 

On December 7, 1752 (58-1-33, Doc. No. 25), Governor 
Fulgencio Garcia de Solis wrote the crown. ‘‘ Da cuenta con 
testimonios de las providencias que ha dado para el restable- 
cimiento del Pueblo de Morenos de Gracia Real de Mosse en 
donde puso un cura regular ...’’ He enclosed correspond- 
ence touching this matter. 

On April 7, 1756 (86—7-21, Doc. No. 73), Governor Alonso 
Fernandez de Heredia addressed Arriago. The Negroes of 
Mose had been organized into a company, with their officers, 
‘“‘como puesto avanzado.”’ They had their lands to cultivate, 
that they might support themselves. The governor sent 
engineers out to plan and construct ‘‘suficiente resguardo y 
en el que se colocaron 4 cafiones.”’ A Franciscan friar was 
assigned to this settlement. 

On September 15, 1757 (58-1-33, Doc. No. 59), Pedro 
Agustin, bishop of Cuba, wrote Arriago concerning “ .. . 
novedad . . . en la administracion del Pueblo Mose . . .” 
He had instructed the cura ‘‘que comunique al religioso 
existente en el nominado pueblo la facultad necesaria para 
exercer su ministerio ...’’ He enclosed testimony, orders 
and opinions in the controversy. 

On July 6, 1758 (86-5-21, Doc. No. 66), appears a docu- 
ment showing that the Council took up the matter of the 
“cura’’ of the Pueblo de Gracia Real de Santa Teresa de 
Mose, approving the governor’s action under existing cir- 
cumstances. 

On March 20, 1759 (86—7-21, Doc. No. 81), the Marques 
de las Amarillas wrote Arriago, enclosing matter as to the 
pay of the ‘‘doctrinero”’ of the village of Mose. 

On April 21, 1759 (86—7-21, Doe. No. 85), there appears a 
communication to Palazio, answering his of August 20, 1758, 
‘para que proponga con que podra socorrerse 4 los negros del 
Pueblo de Mose.

4 los Dominios de U.M.; como en lo que mira 4 los que se huyen 
de estos, y se refujian en aquellos, y solo se an hallado dos exemplares 
que tienen conexion con este asvmpto. Y antes de pasar el Consejo 
4 exponer su dictamen, los haze presente 4 U.M. con lo que en 
inteligencia de ellos 4 expuesto el fiscal. 

En el afio de 1690 dié quenta el Governador que entonzes hera 
de la florida, y los Ofiziales reales de aquella Ciudad, de haver 
llegado a ella ocho Negros, y dos Negras huidos de la Poblazion de 
S*. Jorge pidiendo el Agua del Bautismo, que (aviendolos Cate- 
quizado) se les dié, y que con este motibo paso despues 4 pedirlos 
vn Sargento m°*. de la menzionada Poblazion de S*. Jorge y no 
avia tenido por combeniente (F°4) darselos, por ser ya Christianos; 
pero que se avia ajustado con él, y se los compré por quenta de 
U.M. en 1U600 pesos, y por despacho de 7 de Noviembre de 
1693[mand6 U.M. se satisfaziesen de su real Hazienda, y en premio 
de haverse benido los referidos Negros 4 vnirse al gremio de la 
Yglesia Catolica, y aplicadose a la fabrica del Castillo (en que 
ahorraron mucha mas cantidad q la de su Coste) se sirbid U.M. 
darles livertad, y tambien a las dos Negras, y ordenar se les hiziese 
para ello el Ynstrumento correspondiente, para que a su Exemplo, 
y de la liveralidad de U.M. executasen otros lo propio. 

Y en el afio de 1722 se remitié de orden de U.M. al Consejo vn 
ofizio del Embaxador de franzia Marques Monlevrier, en que 
manifest6 las repetidas quejas dadas por los franzeses que (p* 8) 
abitaban las Colonias confinantes 4 la Ysla de S*°. Domingo sobre 
que aviendo desertado de ellas sus Negros, é internadose en la 
menzionada Ysla los tenia el Capitan General de ella sin restituir, 
causando por esta razon mucho dafio 4 sus Colonias, el qual no 
podria resarzirse continuandose la retenzion de los Desertores, y 
que de no remediarse resultaria alguna alterazion notable entre las 
dos Coronas en aquella Ysla, por reconozer los franzeses perdida 
de sus Haziendas por Causa de los Espajioles; y el Consejo hizo 
presente 4 U.M. en Consulta de 4 de Julio del zitado afio de 1722, 
que sin embargo de que las quejas referidas, asi del Presidente de 
Ste Domingo, como de los Espajfioles, no las Justificava, como devia, 
el Ministro de franzia, ni se tenian mas notizias qje las que expre- 
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saba, (F° 5) combendria se diese orden al mencionado Presidente, 
para que hiziese restituir todos los Negros que desertasen de las 
Colonias franzesas 4 aquella Ciudad, é Ysla, esceptuando los que 
hiziesen fuga a las Sierras, y Montes fuera de ella, respecto de que 
en este caso no devia pender de aquel Presidente la obligazion de 
restituirlos, por ser bagantes, y fuera de su Dominio: Con cuyo 
dictamen se dignéd U.M. conformar, previniendo que en la orden 
que se diese al Presidente se expresase hiziese restituir todos los 
que desertasen, y estubiesen en su Jurisdizion. 

El fiscal en vista de las dos Cartas del actual Governador de la 
florida, Testimonios que las acompafiaron, y exemplares expresados, 
dijo, que en carta del 2 de Noviembre de 1725 dié quenta el mismo 
Governador de lo que ahora representa por duplicado, y que en 
inteligenzia de ello fué de sentir en su respuesta (p* 10) de 29 de 
Henero de 1727 se le diese orden, para que en caso de haverse 
Bautizado los siete Negros que referia, se tratase de su ajuste con 
los Duefios moderadam“. para no grabar la real Hazienda, y que 
hecha la venta, y corriendo de quenta de U.M. se podrian emplear 
en las obras del real servizio, lo qual, y la providenzia para la 
satisfazion de su importe se hiziese presente 4 U.M., y que el 
Consejo no pas6é 4 executarlo asi por no ser hecho berificado, y 
contingenzia que tenia de que se hubiesen retratado del intento, y 
bueltose a su Territorio, pues en caso que abrazasen la feé Catholica, 
y permaneciesen en la florida, y se asegurase heran pertenezientes 
al real Asiento de Negros; reclamaria el Asentista a la Junta sobre 
ello, 6 por su valor, y se tomaria resoluzion. Que por no haberse 
tomado entonzes providenzia, como la pidié el Governador, repite 
ahora esta instanzia (F° 6) por la que le hazen los Yngleses para la 
restituzion de los siete Negros, y representaziones de los ofiziales y 
vezinos de la florida, temerosos de que esta Nazion haga alguna 
invasion, y se llebe los Catholicos, que alli residen 4 fuerza de Armas, 
por lo que sobrepujan en Gente de Yndios infieles de que se valen, 
por cuya razon tubo Junta el Governador de la florida con ofiziales 
Rs. en que acordaron (valiendose de la zitada Cedula de 1693) 
que de quenta de U.M. se pagasen todos los referidos Negros 
Barones de pieza entera que se hallasen en aquel Presidio fugitivos 
en suspension de Armas, y se aplicasen 4 obras de aquella Ciudad, 
con diferentes zircunstanzias, y condiziones prebenidas en el zitado 
acuerdo que est4é en el testimonio que remite con su Carta el 
Governador, y con esta reflexion, dijo, tambien el fiscal devia 
(p* 12) suponer que siempre que los Esclavos se huyen, y apartan 
boluntariamente del Dominio de su Sefior, le deven ser restituidos,

por que cometiendo, (como cometen) hurto de si mismos, no hera 
Justo que con este motivo se pudiese perjudicar al Sefior, y que asi 
lo tiene U.M. estimado; pues 4 la zitada consulta del Consejo de 4 de 
Jullio de 1722, de que se 4 hecho expresion con motivo de instanzia 
del Embajador de franzia, se sirvid U.M. mandar se _ hiziesen 
restituir todos los Negros Desertores que de las Colonias que tiene 
confinantes a la Ysla Espajiola se hubiesen pasado 4 ella. y se 
hallasen en aquella Jurisdizion, y que esta providenzia, y buena 
correspondenzia, és la que reziproca, y generalmente se practica 
entre los Soberanos, y Potencias que no se tienen declarada la 
Guerra, prestandose por parte del Duejio (I*° 7) Juramento, 6 con 
la posible seguridad de que no seran ofendidos, ni castigados por la 
deserzion, 6 fuga.

expecialm*. por no dar 4 aquella Nazion motibo de desconfianza, y 
queja; pues podrian (p* 18) formarla de que U.M. con animo 
premeditado, tenia establezida en la florida una providenzia fija, 
y permanente para atraer, y retener todos los Esclabos fujitibos 
que biniesen del Territorio que ocupan los Yngleses, y que este 
seguro refujio, y cebo de la libertad, que asimismo podrian esperar, 
hera vn estimulo muy eficaz, y poderoso para que desertasen todos 
sus ae, y no pudiesen, por falta de ellos, continuar en el beneficio 
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de sus tierras, ni en otros trabajos indispensables para su manuten- 
zion en aquellas Colon*.; y aunque no consta en el Consejo, que

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ABSENTEE OWNERSHIP OF SLAVES IN THE 
UNITED STATES IN 1830 


Scholars have for a number of years desired documentary 
evidence as to the extent of absentee ownership of slaves in 
the United States. When slavery was attacked during the 
ante-bellum period, defenders of the institution often published 
dissertations showing how close the relations were between 
master and slave. On the other hand, the anti-slavery 
groups contended that the facts to the contrary were 
overwhelmingly in support of the conclusion that there was 
such a little of such social contact, that the Negro slave tended 
toward social degradation as the institution became further 
removed from the patriarchal state. 

In this study the Department of Research of the Association 
for the Study of Negro Life and History has had the oppor- 
tunity to extract from the census records of 1830 the names of 
the absentee owners of slaves in the United States at that time. 
As the history of slavery easily shows the tendency toward an 
increase in the number of such owners, this report of 1830 will 
evidently present the situation when slavery had its best 
chance to make a case for itself. The extent to which this 
sort of ownership prevailed will serve in the main as an index 
to the social contact of the master and slave classes. 

In going through these records, the student will observe 
that few of the slave States were free of this evil of a dispro- 
portionate number of absentee owners, considered in the 
light of the defense of slavery. Some of these common- 
wealths, of course, had developed further in this direction 
than others. Slavery had in many places become a business, 
which in the economic development of this country had to 
employ the same processes used in any other endeavor. 
The slave tended to pass from the mind as a human being, 
and to appear more like goods and chattels. 

The situation in 1830 was not exactly like that nearer 
the Civil War. There were comparatively few cases of ab- 
sentee ownership of large groups of slaves in the District of 
Columbia, Delaware, Kentucky, Tennessee, or Missouri in 
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1830. Most cases of this sort in Maryland were small 
groups. The situation in Virginia and North Carolina was 
little different from that in Maryland. Louisiana in this 
respect was an exception to the rule. Alabama, Florida and 
Mississippi, like some of the other States, had not developed 
sufficiently by that time to warrant a proper estimate of 
their situation. Georgia showed many evidences of the 
tendency toward absentee ownership. It was very pro- 
nounced in South Carolina. 

Absentee ownership, however, did not always mean that 
the Negro was thereby inconvenienced or degraded. A 
master often permitted certain slaves to live by themselves 
in the discharge of some special duty in which they had 
shown unusual capacity. Such groups of slaves, as the 
records will show, were usually small, consisting mainly of a 
man and his family. There are many cases of one Negro 
slave living by himself. An investigation shows that some 
of such Negroes were practically free or were working out 
their freedom on liberal terms. 

These records, moreover, are not clear on many points 
which the student would like to understand. In cases of one 
or two slaves it is sometimes difficult to determine whether 
the name is that of the absentee owner or that of the slave in 
charge of the establishment. ‘These same records give the 
names of slaves occasionally regarded as heads of families. 
Where it is not specifically stated that they are slaves, there 
often appear such names as Aunt Violet, Black John, Jupiter, 
or Cato. These, of course, were names usually given Negroes. 

In the case of an estate of some one recently deceased, it 
is also doubtful whether the white persons on the plantation 
were serving in the capacity of overseers and managers, or were 
the actual heirs of the deceased. Where the whole group 
consists of slaves, however, the absentee ownership is clear 
and the overseer himself was usually a slave. In some other 
cases the records show that the overseer was a free Negro. 

There are many cases of large groups of slaves with only 
one white person among them. Such a white person might 
have been either the owner or the overseer. As the records 
do not make this clear, however, they have been omitted here.

COMMUNICATION 


March 20th, 1924. 
My dear Dr. Woodson:— 

My attention has been directed to the article by Mr. L. Hol- 
lingsworth Wood on the work of the National Urban League which 
is to appear in the forthcoming issue of the JouRNAL or NEGRO 
History and I have observed that Mr. Wood makes but scant 
mention of his own connection with this most effective movement 
for better human relations. 

I am wondering whether it would not be well for the public to 
know of the untiring and devoted service which Mr. Wood has 
rendered to this organization which has grown so extraordinarily 
during the past thirteen years. 

When I came to the League thirteen years ago, Mr. Wood was 
acting as treasurer of the Committee on Urban Conditions among 
Negroes—one of the constituent organizations which were combined 
to make the National Urban League. Not long after this, he was 
elected as secretary and later as president of the movement. I 
have never met Mr. Wood at any time during all of these years 
when he was not anxious to discuss some phase of the work, not 
in the position of one receiving information concerning the League’s 
development but as one on the alert to discover a new idea and to 
push it with all of his vigor and enthusiasm to a successful issue. 
As often as otherwise, Mr. Wood, himself, had a new idea which 
was crystallized into action when his co-workers on the board and 
on the field realized its efficacy. He has borne the brunt of the 
responsibility for financing the Urban League and has acted as a 
stimulating advisor to many of the workers. The budget of the 
national organization of the League has grown under his adminis- 
tration from about $17,000 a year—when it included the New 
York Urban League—to over $57,000 a year for the national office 
of the League alone—exclusive of local organizations. 

He has often assumed personal financial responsibility in order 
to carry the work over difficult periods. He has made frequent 
visits to far distant cities for conference on the administrative 
problems of the League or to aid the organization in accomplishing 
some of its purposes, which could not have been successful without 
the active influence of such an unusual character. 
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When one considers that Mr. Wood has for various periods 
during these many years served as president of the Howard Or- 
phanage and Industrial School; as a most active vice-chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of Fisk University; as a member of the Exec- 
utive Board of the Civil Liberties’ Union; as treasurer of WorLD 
ToMORROW magazine, published by the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation; as member of the Board of Trustees of Penn School; of 
Southland Institute and High Point Normal and Industrial School; 
as an active member of the American Committee interested in 
Irish freedom; of the Committee on Feeding of German Children; 
the Committee of the New York Colored Mission; as Assistant 
Clerk of the New York Yearly Meeting of the Society of Friends 
which position his father held for twenty-six years, one can appre- 
ciate that Mr. Wood must be a liberal minded person. I might 
add that Mr. Wood has not given up entirely his practice of Law 
which is his chosen profession. 

I doubt whether there is any white man in America who exerts 
a larger influence on the welfare of and helpful thought towards 
the Negro than Mr. Wood. There certainly is no white man of my 
acquaintance who has a more appreciative knowledge of the diffi- 
culties under which Negroes strive in our country and who can feel 
more sensitively the heartaches and joys of his Negro friends in 
their struggle for ‘‘a man’s chance.” 

I hope that there will be some place in your esteemed periodical 
where some record may be made of the part Mr. Wood has played 
in the efforts to improve human relations in America.

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Schism in the Methodist Church, 1844. By Joun NE son 
Norwoop, A.M., Ph.D. Alfred University, The Alfred Press, 
Alfred, N. Y., 1923. Pp. 225. 

This book is a revived study of the conflicting forces in the 
Methodist Church which led to its disruption in 1844. The author 
first had in mind a work embracing the study of these influences 
in all denominations. As his work progressed, however, he soon 
found it advisable to restrict himself to this one particular branch 
of the Christian Church. This change in plan resulted from his 
discovery that while some of these churches like the Catholics and 
Protestant denominations had many of these difficulties with the 
slavery question, they lacked the emotional element to which the 
radical abolitionist movement must appeal. The Presbyterian 
and Baptist churches, the author contends, possessed the requisite 
emotional element, but lacked the strong national organization which 
the Methodists had. ‘‘The Methodist Episcopal Church combined 
both factors,”’ says the author; “it had the proper material for an 
emotional appeal to act upon, and it had a well-knit polity. In it 
were united explosive material and rigid structure. The result was 
that while other denominations had suffered in slavery struggles, 
nowhere was the issue so clear-cut or the outcome so destructive to 
the historic church as among the Methodists.” 

The author endeavors to show, as one has said, that the dis- 
ruption of the national church was a forerunner of the disintegra- 
tion of the union. The church crisis, therefore, was the political 
upheaval in miniature form. Just as men had struggled for gener- 
ations to determine how much liberty a citizen of the republic should 
have, so it was also a question within the church as to the preroga- 
tives of a member or an administrative officer of the Church. 
The subsequent disputes as to the ownership of property and the 
like, suggest by an analogy what would have been the state of af- 
fairs in this country if the Confederacy had succeeded. The book in 
a way, then, shows that although the South failed in its effort to 
bring about an revolution in government, it did succeed to this 
extent in matters of religion. 

The author presents in his first chapter the early attack of the 


Methodists on slavery. While this chapter is brief, it is built up 
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largely of facts taken from the journals of Wesley, Coke and Asbury 
and from the minutes of the Conference of the Methodist Church. 
The author is obligated to some extent for information obtained from 
Clarkson’s History of the Abolition of the Slave Trade and Locke’s 
Anti-Slavery in America. In the second chapter the reader is 
brought nearer to the conflict as it developed from year to year, 
separating the religious workers of the two sections into distinct 
classes with respect to the attitude of the church toward slavery. 
It finally becomes such an ardent question that both sides resorted 
to the use of the pulpit and the press to proclaim their points of 
view to the world and to win adherence to what was considered by 
each a just cause. The disruption, however, finally became inevita- 
ble and near the approach of the middle of the century the climax 
came when a plan of separation was effected. 

Then follows a discussion of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and the repudiation of the plan of separation in 1848. The 
border conflict as to the possession of church property is treated 
with some detail, showing how intense this struggle was in such 
states as West Virginia and Kentucky. The settlement of the 
property question is set forth as are also the constitution and govern- 
ment of the Methodist Episcopal Church developed out of this 
controversy. 


Sidelights on Negro Soldiers. By Cuartes H. Wiuuiams. B. J. 

Brimmer Company, Boston, 1923. Pp. 248. 

This book is not a history, but it is informing. It is written by 
a social worker who saw service as a Y. M. C. A. secretary with the 
soldiers in France. As such he visited every place where Negro 
soldiers were stationed in the United States or with the Expedi- 
tionary Force abroad. He, therefore, had an excellent opportunity 
to give us Sidelights on the Negro soldiers during this world up- 
heaval. In presenting this work he not only sets forth valuable in- 
formation bearing on the Negro soldier, but gives facts which will 
illuminate the whole history of that period. In this respect Mr. 
Williams has rendered history a distinct service in not only keeping 
a record, but in publishing the same for the good that it may do in 
writing a definitive history of the world war. It is earnestly hoped 
that other persons who had the opportunity to come into contact 
with these soldiers will emulate his example. 

The purpose of the book is to present the achievements of the 
Negro soldiers and at the same time to describe the conditions under 
which they lived. Having such a purpose in mind when he visited 
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these camps where the soldiers were stationed, the author inter- 
viewed thousands of them, made personal investigations and col- 
lected documentary evidence. The persons from whom such in- 
formation was obtained included camp commanders, officers in 
charge of Negro troops, representatives of all the welfare organiza- 
tions, city officials, and both Negro and white civilians. Some in- 
formation was obtained from the historical branch of the War 
Department, from the office of the Adjutant General, and from 
authorities who have made some study of the history of the World 
War. 

The book takes up such matters as the recruiting of Negro 
soldiers, their condition in camp, the training and the service of the 
Negro officer, the ordeal through which the Negro soldier and the 
officer passed, the efforts of the social welfare organization, and 
some detailed information about the Negro divisions. Among these 
are mentioned the Ninety-second and the Ninety-third. 

While there is some reference to the injustice which the Negro 
suffered, the author has carefully avoided such matters. He seems 
to be primarily interested in presenting the pleasant rather than 
discussing the unpleasant aspects of the soldiers in the camps. This 
is, however, just as much the history of the Negro in the world war 
as that part which he emphasizes in his work, and it is earnestly 
hoped that other persons who participated in that struggle will 
give the whole story rather than such a part of it as may please the 
public. While no writer should inject his feelings into what is in- 
tended as history, the facts on both sides of any question are neces- 
sary to entitle a work to its recognition as such. 


Bursting Bonds, Enlarged Edition, The Heir of Slaves. By WiLLIAM 
Pickens. The Jordan & More Press, Boston, 1923. Pp. 222. 
This work is a revised and enlarged edition of Mr. Pickens’s 

autobiography published in 1911 as The Heir of Slaves. It will 

be remembered that the earlier work gave an account of Mr. 

Pickens’s parentage, his connections in Arkansas, his early educa- 

tion, his development as a youth, the hardships he encountered, 

and finally the beginning of his college career. The most interest- 
ing portion of the former work tells of his experiences at Yale, 
the excellent scholastic record, and the honors which he enjoyed 
at that institution. 

In this new edition, however, there is much more recent in- 
formation, which has been requested by persons long since inter- 
ested in Mr. Pickens’s career. He has, therefore, brought this up 
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to date by adding his experiences during the last twelve years. 
These include such accounts as his career as a college teacher, his 
tour of Europe, his conflicts in battling for his rights in the South, 
and finally his connection with the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

On the whole the book is interesting. In addition to being an 
autobiography it is written in a peculiar style of which Mr. Pickens 
himself only is capable. The author has little regard for the con- 
ventions restraining other writers, just as he disregards them in his 
public life. He has his own way of doing things and, therefore, 
follows his own style in writing an autobiography. While this may 
be objectionable to some, it offers an opportunity for the study of 
the man and, above all, for understanding a liberally educated 
Negro who reacts to the things of this life in a way peculiar to him- 
self. From such works the historian of tomorrow will have to write, 
not only the history of the Negro race, but the history of the civiliza- 
tion to which this race is contributing. Hitherto the Negro has 
been too often regarded as a negligible factor in the thought of the 
world. But the increase in the production of works of this sort will 
make it impossible for any man to write the history of the age with- 
out taking these works into account. 


Jefferson Davis, Constitutionalist: his Letters, Papers, and Speeches. 
Collected and edited by Dunpar Rownanp, LL.D. In ten 
volumes. Jackson, Mississippi: Mississippi Department of 
Archives and History. 1923. $75.00. 

This work is an undertaking of Dr. Dunbar Rowland, the Direc- 
tor of the Mississippi Department of Archives and History. His 
task has been two-fold, that of collecting and editing. It contains 
an abundance of material consisting of biographical notes of the 
leaders of the Confederacy as well as the letters, papers and speeches 
of Jefferson Davis, which constitute the title of the book. In these 
ten volumes of materials of all sorts bearing on the Confederacy there 
can be no doubt as to real value. Whether the editor collected most 
of such valuable documents, however, is still a matter of doubt, 
for American scholarship has not yet been adequate to the task of 
studying scientifically the history of the South. Many valuable 
documents, moreover, are scattered throughout the country in 
private families and small collections which are all but inaccessible 
to persons who might otherwise exploit them. 

This work as a whole will further enlighten the public on the in- 
side operations of the Confederacy by presenting Jefferson Davis’s 
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case from the point of view of documentary evidence itself. While 
it is not expected that one individual will read and thoroughly 
digest the many documents making up this work, the student easily 
finds upon the examination of a few that the public has never yet 
known the real facts of the secession effort and the actual causes 
of its failure. 

On reading these works, too, the historian will ask himself the 
question as to why the Southerners themselves have begrudgingly 
revered the memory of Jefferson Davis while making of Lee the hero 
of the South. The facts herein presented do not tend to justify the 
conclusion that Davis’s lack of qualifications for high office wrecked 
the Confederacy. These facts rather support the argument of 
Prof. Charles H. Wesley to the effect that the failure of the Con- 
federacy was a moral collapse. It is known, too, that Jefferson Davis 
came about as near to representing the best in the South as did 
Robert E. Lee. Davis was an aristocrat of the benevolent order, con- 
siderate of the interests of the masses, and kind to hisslaves. His 
brother Joseph Davis was regarded as being opposed to the insti- 
tution. 

Historians will hardly agree with the editor that the Confederacy 
was an effort to maintain the constitution as it was in the beginning 
of the union. Of course, it is now considered decidedly impolite to 
attach to the South the stigma of having fought to preserve slavery. 
This, however, is a result of public opinion rather than one of fact. 
Yet, although this work is an effort to give the evidence presenting an 
interpretation which cannot be supported by history, it is neverthe- 
less a contribution, inasmuch as the facts collected will otherwise 
speak for themselves. It will be of much assistance to future his- 
torians, when we shall have been far enough removed from this period 
to make an estimate of the merits and demerits of Civil War char- 
acters in the light of modern historical writing. 











NOTES 


A prize of $200 is offered jointly by the Association for the Study 
of Negro Life and History and the American Folklore Society for the 
best collection of tales, riddles, proverbs, sayings, and songs, which 
have been heard at home by Negro students of accredited schools. 
The aim is to study the Negro mind in relation to its environment 
at various periods in the history of the race and in different parts of 
the world. 

Students desiring to compete should give their names to the 
head of their institution that he may forward them to the Director 
of the Association, who will answer all necessary inquiries. 

Only stories, riddles, and the like, that have been heard should be 
collected; stories or riddles from books or those composed by the 
collector should not be included. They will not be counted. 

In all cases the story, riddle or song should be written as heard, 
in exactly the same language. If they have been heard in dialect, 
then they should be written in dialect, if they have been heard in 
school English, then they should be written in school English. 

When possible, music should accompany songs. Also, when 
possible, the name and locality of the person from whom the song 
or tale was heard should be given. 

Collections should be sent to Dr. C. G. Woodson, at 1538 
Ninth Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C., at any time before 
August 1, 1924. Collections may be sent in two or more parts, 
and competitors are advised to send the first part of their collection 
in the near future that they may have the opportunity of receiving 
suggestions about methods of continuing and completing their 
collection during the summer vacation. 

The Committee on Award consists of Dr. Elsie Clews Parsons, 
Assistant Editor of the Journal of American Folklore, Dr. Franz 
Boas, Professor of Anthropology in Columbia University and a 
member of the Executive Council of the Association, and Dr. Carter 
G. Woodson, Editor of the Journal of Negro History. The Com- 
mittee reserves the right to dispose of the collections sent in or parts 
thereof for use in scientific publications, with the names of contribu- 
tors. The Committee also reserves the right, in case in its judgment 
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adequate collections of material are not sent in this year, to award 
part of the prize money only, the balance to be credited towards a 
prize fund for 1925.

The cause of writing and popularizing the history of the Negro 
suffered a great loss in the recent death of the Reverend Theopilus 
Gould Steward.

Later in life he devoted himself to historical instruction 
and research in connection with his professorship at Wilberforce 
University. He was the author of several important works, among 
which should be mentioned The Haitian Revolution and Gouldtown.
